What's orange and weighs 566 pounds? 


The answer's on George Caron’s front lawn

WILMINGTON - Surely, this 
was the Great Pumpkin that 
kept Linus up during all those 
cold Halloween nights in the 
Peanuts comic strip. 

On the front lawn of George 
Caron’s home on Grove Avenue 
sits a gigantic: pumpkin that 
weighs 566 pounds and bares 
sharp teeth and menacing eyes 
to keep away terrible teens who 
might want tosturn the gourd 
into orange mush in the streets. 

‘The pumpkin is the pride and 
joy of Caron, who entered his 
masterpiece in the annual con- 
test that was held at the 
‘Topsfield Fair earlier this 
month. The beast may have 
placed somewhere in the mid- 
dle, for there were at least 14 
other pumpkins in the contest 
that topped one thousand 


pounds, but for Caron this 
year’s showing is his personal 
best. 


Caron began growing pump- 
kins for the purpose of setting 
records for size ten years ago. 
Back then, he made a jack-o- 
lantern out of a 200-pound 
pumpkin for his daughter. He 
was so impressed by the gourd 
that he had grown himself that 
he has strived to tip the scales 
even; further ever’ since. 

“It just takes good dirt, good 
luck, and good seeds,” Caron 
says. 

This year, that last ingredient 
was acquired by a Canadian 
named Rock Revard, who sent 
Caron a genetically improved 
pumpkin seed after he had con- 
tacted him through the website 
www.bigpumpkin.com. Caron 
planted that seed in June. Two 


months later, Caron’s creation 
staked its very large claim in 
his garden. 

‘To keep the pumpkin healthy, 
Caron has kept it covered dur- 
ing the day, so that the sun 
can't bake it. Caron also feeds 
the pumpkin a seaweed emul- 
sion that he buys from 
Neptune’s Harvest in 
Gloucester and mixes with 
water and sprays on it. 

‘When Caron made that jack-o- 
lantern for his davghter 10 
years ago, he gave it a pleasant 
expression because “for a 
young child, you always make a 
happy face.” Ah, but when it 
comes to teenagers, you can 
mix it up a bit. Sure enough,

WILMINGTON - Construction 
on Route 38 in the vicinity of 
Wilmington Plaza is slated to 
be completed by November 15.

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The Perkins Land Study Group appeared before the 
‘Tewksbury Board of Selectmen on Tuesday night and 
asked that its mission be defined. 

The committee, which was established by selectmen 
this summer, was initially charged with studying the 
possible uses for the land owned by the Perkins family 
in South Tewksbury.

During these past few weeks, though, the committee 
had wandered into muddy waters when its Chairman, 
Selectman Douglas Sears, raised a question as to which 
of two local families actually owns a certain parcel of 
land on the property. Sears has independently investi- 
gated the matter while the two families, the Perkinses 
ind the Magees, have reportedly worked amiably to 
esolve the issue on their own.

in the future. 

Second of all, the Perkins Land Study Group should 
say true to its initial charge and stick with examining 
(Ke possible uses for the property in South Tewksbury. 
Keep the committee’s purpose clear and singular. Any 
juéstions, concerns and suspicions in regard to the prop- 

‘ty that exist outside the realm of its possible uses 
should be addressed by the Board of Selectmen, the 
‘hief municipal authority in town. 

Lastly, the Perkins Land Study Group should finally 
de¢ide if it wants Sears to continue as its chairman.

“When the pumpkin deterio- 
rates, I'll cut it up and put it in 
a compost pile,” Caron says. 

As for the seeds, Caron’s 
already gotten to them. He 
recently gutted the pumpkin 
and extracted at least 250 seeds 
that are each half the size of a 
thumb. He intends to sell these 
seeds over the Internet to fel- 
low pumpkin growers. 

“We'll do a seed swap,” he 
says. “I already have some 
buyers from Canada and 
Illinois. We like to try and 
improve the size of these 
things.”

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“We were pleased to see the 
ridership. We really did not 
know what it was going to be,” 
said Scott Bascom, a planning 
coordinator with the Vermont 
Agency of Transportation, 
which is managing the study. 

The next phase of the study 
will examine what it will take to 
get the service up and running. 
The study will focus on the 
costs of improving the tracks 
and operating the service. 

“At the end of this we should 
have enough information for 
policy folks to make a deci- 
sion,” Bascom said. 

The release of the final Phase 
1 report coincided with an 
announcement by United States 
Senators James Jeffords and 
Patrick Leahy of Vermont that 
Congress has appropriated 
$248,375 for the next phase of 
the study. The federal govern- 
ment has been financing half 
the cost of the study while 
Massachusetts and the two 


other states are splitting the 
other half. 

In their study the analysts 
used different variables, such 
as train speed, fares and the 
number of stations. They con- 
cluded that the most likely sce- 
nario would involve trips back 
and forth between Boston and 
Montreal that would take less 
than six hours and would 
attract 683,667 riders each year. 
The analysts’ conclusion took 
into account the fact that the 
train's speed would be restrict- 
ed at some points. 

The study also found that the 
infrastructure needs substan- 
tial improvements to support 
high speed rail service. 
However, the report concluded 
that since “a significant num- 
ber of riders would use the ser- 
vice,” further study is warrant- 
ed. 

The biggest competition to the 
train would be the automobile. 
In the United States, vehicles 
are used 80 percent of the time

for trips greater than 100 miles. 
In the Boston-to-Montreal cor- 
ridor, that rate jumps to 97 per- 
cent, the study said. 

“There's some air service, but 
not much,” said Bascom. 
“There’s some bus service.” 

According to Bascom, the 
study shows that potential rid- 
ers tended to be leisure travel- 
ers, such as tourists and college 
students, rather than people 
who are traveling for business 


Ridership increased with 
lower train fares, more fre- 
quent trips and more train sta- 
tions, Bascom added. 

The Boston-to-Montreal corri- 
dor was designated one of the 
country’s three high speed rail 
areas by the Federal Railroad 
Association in 2000 to study 
alternative forms of transporta- 
tion. In addition to the Boston- 
to-Montreal corridor, nine oth- 
ers around the country are in 
various phases of study as well.

“A one hundred year storm is 
predicted to produce 6.5 inches 
of rainfall,” Burke told resi- 
dents. 

Edward Loud, an associate 
member of the Appeals Board, 
spoke as a citizen and wanted 
to know who in town reviews 
the facts that Burke presented. 
Loud had recused himself from 
the board in order to pose the 
question because his home 
abuts the property on which 
the complex will be built. 

According to Charles Boyle, 
the Chairman of the Board of 
Appeals, the town engineer 
reviews Burke’s numbers. 
Kristen Costa, of LA 
Associates, the permitting 


agent for the project, stated 
that Northeastern 
Development has been in close 
contact with the town engineer 
on all issues. 

Loud suggested that the board 
call for a peer review. 
Wilmington Building Inspector 
Daniel Paret testified to the 
town engineer’s ability to 
review drainage issues, but 
board member Daniel Wandell, 
Jr. agreed with Loud. 

“No disrespect to the town 
engineer, but I would like to 
have the developer pay for a 
peer review,” Wandell stated. 
“T'd like to get as many eyes on 
this as possible.” 

Boyle spoke against calling 
for a peer review of drainage 
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findings in deference to the 
expertise of the town engineer. 

Board member Robert 
Doucette was in favor of a peer 
review. 

“I don’t care what any engi- 
neer says, this will have a 
tremendous effect on the 
neighboring properties,” 
Doucette stated. 

The motion carried with 
Wandell and Doucette voting 
for the peer review and Boyle 
abstaining. 

The Appeals Board will set a 
time for a site visit during its 
November 3 meeting and will 
discuss traffic issues associat- 
ed with the proposal during its 
November 15 meeting.

Many locals put on

Over 1,200 runners flooded the 
streets of Lowell on a cold, 
brisk Sunday morning for the 
15th annual Bay State 
Marathon. In all, 482 runners 
took part in the full 26 mile 
marathon, while an additional 
672 took part in the half 
marathon and over 100 took 
part in the 10K race.

O’Hearn gets a 


taste of the 


Marathon 


It was around mile 20 when 
Eileen O’Hearn hit the wall. 
She was six and a half miles 
from LeLacheur Park in 
Lowell, home of the Lowell 
Spinners and site of the finish 
of the Bay State Marathon, and 
she needed inspiration so see 
her through to the end. 

She could have looked to the 
crowds her on, or the 
view of the Merrimack River. 
Instead she found inspiration in 


mem a cup of coffee. O'Hearn 


trained for the marathon in the 
early morning hours, typically 
lacing up her shoes and ventur- 
ing outside for a run at 4:30 
a.m. It was the only way she 
could squeeze the workouts into 
her schedule before work. 

When she ran, her husband 
Jake brewed a pot of coffee in 
preparation for her return. On 
many mornings, the thought of 
that morning cup of coffee was 
all that kept her going. So when 
she needed inspiration at the 
Bay State on Sunday, caffeine 
came to her rescue. 

“After I hit the wall, it was 
such a mind game,” said 
O,Hearn. “I was trying to think 
of things to get me though, and 
I (told myself) io think like it 
was a morning run, to get home 
and get that cup of coffee.” 

O’Hearn finished the race in 
approximately 4:18, slightly off 
the time she ran in her first 
marathon — also the Bay State 
Marathon - in 2001. The differ- 
ence in times can be traced in 
part to a difference in lifestyle. 

In July 2001, O’Hearn was on 
a sinking ship. She worked for 
a Westwood dot-com company, 
which was in route to becoming 
another casualty when the dot- 
com bubble burst at the start of 
the millennium. The layoffs 
were becoming larger and 
more frequent. 

She saw the writing on the 
wall. Rather than go down with 
the ship, she volunteered to be 
let go in July 2001, and collect- 
ed a severance package. A life- 
long runner, O’Hearn decided 
to use her time off to pursue a 
lifelong dream of running a 
marathon. 

She had already been running 
20 miles per week, but 
marathon training requires 
more. So she upped her regi- 
men to 40-50 miles per week, 
including speed workouts and a 
long day of up to 20 miles. It 
was a dramatic change. 


building, 
up to 20 mile runs, that is real- 
ly the key,” said O’Hearn. “It 
was pretty taxing.” 


She started running as a kid, 
recalling evenings at the high 
school track near her family’s 
summer home in Hyannis. Her 
parents had a competition so 
see who among O’Hearn and 
her six siblings, three brothers 
and three sisters, could run 
more loops around the high 
school track. 

“At the time it was a lot of 
fun,” said O’Hearn. “But I real- 
ize now it was just a way for 
them to tire us out so we'd go to 
sleep.” 

The family competitions left 
their mark. One of her broth- 
ers, Tom Doody, is now an elite 
over-40 runner, who competes 
in several races per year 
including marathons, and is 
capable of running sub-five 
minute miles. 

“I call him my coach,” said 
O’Hearn. “I had to take some 
(injury related) breaks in 
training that I normally would- 
n’t have, and I would talk to my 
brother about it all the time.” 

While O'Hearn said she is not 
of the same caliber as her 
brother (“I don’t have those 
genes”), she was a member of 
the outdoor track team at 
Chelmsford High School, and 
after graduating in 1983 has 
continued to run and weight 
train. 

After successfully completing 
the Bay State Marathon in 2001, 
she vowed never to run it again. 
But this year her competitive 
drive returned. She questioned 
if she could successfully train 
for the marathon despite hav- 
ing a full time job as Chief 
Financial Officer for medical 
software company Amicore in 
Andover. 

She answered the question 
every morning. The fact that 
she had already trained for and 
completed the marathon was a 
great help to her. In her words, 
she was confident in her ability, 
she just needed to put in the 
miles. 

On race day she was ham- 
pered by blisters on both feet 
and a sore left hip, which 
caused her to briefly consider 
running the half marathon. But 
in the end she ran all 26.5 cof- 
fee aided miles. 

With the race over, O’Hearn 
looks forward to a more normal 
life: No more 4:30 a.m. runs, a 
return to weight training and 
cardio kickboxing, and a return 
to running a less punishing 20 
miles per week. But the door 
remains open for another 
marathon run. 

“I said two years ago that was 
the first and last marathon,” 
said O’Hearn, “and (Sunday) I 
said I'll never do that again. So 
we'll see.”

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Volleyball team defeats Tewksbury, 2-1 


Lady ‘Cats inch closer to tournament

The road to the state tourna- 
ment has been as bumpy as 
Route 3 for the Wilmington vol- 
leyball team and the Wildcats 
nearly fell into a pothole dug by 
archrival Tewksbury on 
Monday. 

Wilmington had to rally from 
an eight-point first game deficit 
and then evercome a second- 
game loss with a third-game 
rout to break its four-match los- 
ing streak and continue the 
Redmen's misery with a 2-1 (30- 
26, 26-30, 30-9) nonleague win at 
‘Tewksbury High. 

With the win, Wilmington 
improved to 8-9 - meaning the 
Wildcats needed two wins in 
their last three matches to qual- 
ify for the state tournament for 
the third straight year. 
Tewksbury, meanwhile, 
dropped to 2-15 after its eighth 
straight loss. 

"Hopefully we'll come out 
more prepared (in our last 
three matches)," said 
Wilmington coach Mark 
Staffier, whose team faced 
Masconomet on Tuesday. "They 
think about (needing to still 
qualify), we practiced last 
night for two and a half hours 
and I told them last night and 


before the game, at the end of 
the season, what I say isn't any- 
thing now. The bottom line is 
they have to win and they've 
put themselves in the position 
where they still need to get into 
the tournament. If we get in, in 
the tournament everyone starts 
at the same place." 

The Wildcats looked like a 
team with no interest in playing 
postseason matches when it 
started its showdown with the 
Redmen by falling behind 19-11. 
That's when Staffier called a 
timeout that seemed to make a 
difference. 

After the timeout, Wilmington 
won the next point and then 
Kelly Lemke took over the 
serve.

With the two wins, the ‘Cats 
are now 8-5-2 and have a 
tremendous chance of really 
picking up some speed and a 
much better draw in the tour- 
nament with winnable games 
this week against Georgetown, 
Triton and Tewksbury. 

“If we can win these three 
games, that would be six in a 
row for us which would be real- 
ly good heading into the tour- 
nament,” said Scanlon.

I think it'll be 
interesting to see how we play 
this week because we've been 
so inconsistent all season. 

“I’m hoping we come out 
relaxed and play like we can 
and if that happens maybe we 
just felt the pressure too much 
of qualifying.

That happened last year when 
Wilmington had a four-game 
winning streak heading into the 
Division 2 state tournament.

This year’s team has battled 
major inconsistency problems 
all season but it's a team that 
certainly has talent to make 
some noise.

With the 
Wildcats ahead, 8-0, Wilmington's 
hit machine put Triton kick 
returner Frank Wetenkamp in his 
crosshairs and, with assistance 
from Joe Downs, knocked the ball 
loose. Sean Godding picked up 
the pigskin and dashed to the end 
zone from 29 yards out. 

"(Triton) set up the middle 
wedge and I'm not even sure who 
knocked the ball out," Costello 
said. "They were both pretty good 
hits. The coaches tell us to fly 
down there and blow it up and 
that's what we did.” 

"He's been making big hits all 
year. It was no accident that it 
was him," Almeida said. "That 
wasn't a mistake fumble on their 
part, that was our guy putting his 
helmet on the ball and really 
coming in and cracking the ball 
loose." 

Perfect, unrelenting tackles are 
a product of Costello's experience 
playing football since he was 7 
years old. 

"(It's a credit to) all the good 
coaches I've had down the road,” 
Costello said. "Every year I've 
learned something new and it's 
helped me." 

Even as junior, Costello played 
for Wilmington's junior varsity 
while the coaching staff tried to

"We really didn't know what he 
was.

It's hard to believe that the 
Wilmington football team's sea- 
son started on such a sour note 
considering the sweet music 
the Wildcats have produced 
over the last month since their 
loss to Pentucket. 

On the road Friday night, 
Wilmington broke out for 24 
second-half points, including 
two touchdowns on fumble 
returns, and extended its win- 
ning streak to five straight 
games with a 31-0 rout of Cape 
Ann League rival Triton. 

"We had a lot of things go 
wrong in the first half and we 
still managed to keep our com- 
posure and play great football,” 
said Wilmington head coach 
Bob Almeida, whose team 
improved to 5-1, 4-1 in CAL play.

for seven patient rooms. Anoth- 
er two patient rooms have been 
built into the main structure of 
the house, as well as three fam- 
‘ily guestrooms, a kitchen, 
- library and living room. 

In the former kitchen, a 
Great Room, reception area 
and staff offices have been 
built. 

A Hospice House is 
described as a “home away 
from home” where terminally 
ill patients receive compassion- 
ate and comfort care during 
their final days. The setting is 
designed to preserve the digni- 
ty of patients and allows family 
and friends to continue to play 
‘a major role in their loved ones 
care, without the responsibility 
of 24-hour duty. 

Rucker is quick to note,

supervision of a medical direc- 
tor. 

“The goal of all of these peo- 
ple is pain and symptom man- 
agement, spiritual and emo- 
tional comfort, personal care 
and bereavement services for 
family and friends.” Rucker 
said. 

She noted that the team 
approach is designed to give 
patients in the last days of life 
the “...best quality of life possi- 
ble.” 

Aside from the medical and 
Hospice staff that will serve 
permanently in the facility, 
Rucker added that the Hospice 
staff from the main office will 
visit with the patients as they 
do when the patient is in their 
own home. 

“It is not that families don’t 
care,” Rucker said about the 
need for the facility, “it is that 
they want to be the family 
member. They want to read to 
mom; they want to sit with 
mom.” 

VNAME has received a 
large amount of support from 
local government, neighbors of 
the facility and businesses in 
the area 

“The town has been very 
supportive,” Rucker said, refer- 
ring to the permitting process 
and other aspects of the reno- 
vation. “The Historical Society 
asked that the house be pre- 
served as much as possible.” 

According to Rucker, the 
public has come forth with 
their support because of the 
work that will be done im the 
house. 

“Everybody’s life has been 
touched by death,” she said.

There are four patient 
rooms left for naming rights 
and the fundraising committee 
is offering to sell bricks in the 
garden area. These will be 
used to build a fountain and 
pave the patio. 

At present the campaign 
stands at $660,000. The rooms 
that have been named are: 
Muriel P. Dissel Great Room; 
Percy W. Linscott Library; 
StonehamBank Living Room; 
Robert’s Reflection Garden; 
Morris K. Williams Patient 
Room; The Savings Bank 
Patient Room; and Stoneham 
Savings Bank Reception Area. 

Many of the businesses in 
the area have donated the 
kitchen and other equipment 
that will be used in the house. 

The fundraising campaign is 
continuing to allow VNAME to 
establish a foundation, the pur- 
pose of which is to help people 
who need financial assistance.

somewhat of a rarity in chil- 
dren. Occasionally cataracts 
are present at birth, and older
